Evidently our German citizens cannot outgrow certain un- 


fortunate German traits that turned the sympathies of the 
•whole world against them in the war. They seem to be unable | 
either to forget or to learn. America has always welcomed 
the right sort of German emigrants, not because they were Ger- 
man, but because they supposedly have been in sympathy with 
the aims and ideals on which our government is buttressed. 


But on the same score we have welcomed right-minded 


English and Irish and Greek and Scandanavian peoples, not 
because of their lineage, but because their aspirations have been 
the same as ours. We have formed our cabinets in the past on 
the basis of fitness for the post, or so at least runs the theory of 
the government, and not because we have wanted to especially 
recognize Jew or Gentile, Slav or Saxon. «

George Sylvester Viereck is .a leading light in this new German 
national organization. 
Now George Sylvester will be remem- 


bered as the editor of the Vaterland, a pernicious, (most people 
thot a seditious) publication devoted, until suppressed, to the 
most obnoxious forms of German propaganda during the earlier 
years of the war. And while, as a general proposition we are 
iOt"in favor of deportations, we will say that if any man out 
of the some fifty odd millions in America deserved deportation, 
it was this same fresh, pernicious, pestiferous George Sylvester 
iViereck. 


But even he, it would seem to us, after all affords the 


strongest argument against the use of force against un-Ameri- 
can types of his kind for, instead of furthering the cause of 
Germany from 1914 on, we would say that he did more to uirn 
American public sentiment away from Germany and toward 
the Allied cause then any other single German propagandist of, 
his time. And yet in his typical German obtuseness he and those 
backing him imagined that they were surely turning the trend 
of American sentiment Germanwards from the outset of the 
war, while in reality they were accomplishing exactly the op- 
posite result and were thus performing: -a negative service of 
tremendous value for the Allies.
